The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  exactly  10:00  a.m.  by  the 
Assistant  Moderator,  Patricia  J.  Royce,  followed  by  the  reading  of 
the  Warrant  in  full.  At  the  completion  of  the  reading,  she  announ- 
ced that  the  Absentee  Ballots  would  be  cast  at  4:00  p.m..  The  polls 
were  declared  open  at  10:08  a.m.  for  Balloting  on  Articles  1,  2, 
and  3;  and  the  Ballot  for  Members  of  the  Fall  Mountain  Regional 
School  District.

Robert  Stone,  Selectman,  thanked  John  Starr  on  behalf 
of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  for  his  6  years  of  service 
as  Selectman.  John  Starr  did  not  choose  to  run  for 
re-election. 

Expansion  of  telephone  service  to  include  surrounding 
towns  was  discussed  with  general  approval  by  the 
voters. 
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Water  commission,  rates,  etc.  and  an  open  forum  to  ex- 
plain air  problems  was  discussed  with  general  approval 
by  the  voters. 

School  Board  member,  Jack  Brannon  addressed  towns- 
people as  to  what  direction  the  school  district  should 
go  to  solve  space  problems  in  district.  General  con- 
census was  to  keep  K-8  in  own  towns  by  expanding 
schools  in  the  towns. 

No  further  business  was  brought  before  this  Meeting, 
and  the  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  and 
it  was  so  voted. 

The  business  meeting  was  declared  closed  at  11:18  p.m. 
by  Charles  L.  Child,  Moderator.

We  would  like  to  thank  our  patrons,  among  them  Old  Fort  No.  4, 
the  Lions  Club,  Mr.  Curtin,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Markowski,  Mr.  Kelleher, 
the  family  of  Donald  Purinton  and  Mr.  Dennis  Hearne,  for  their 
gifts,  donations  and  thoughtfulness.  They  have  done  much  to  en- 
hance and  beautify  the  Library  and  its  collection. 

One  of  our  highlights  this  year  was  being  presented  with  flags 
of  the  United  States  and  New  Hampshire.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  Friends  of  the  Library  in  cooperation  with  the  American  Legion 
and  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  Other  activities  of  the  Friends  in- 
cluded a  trivia  party,  help  with  our  summer  reading  program,  the 
book  sale,  childrens'  movies,  two  Humanities  programs  and  hosting 
our  trim-a-tree  party.  All  programs  were  well  attended.  Many 
thanks  to  Betty  Bascom  and  friends  for  a  good  year. 

The  year  ended  with  the  holiday  season  during  which  the 
children  came  to  hear  a  reading  of  The  Night  Before  Christmas.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  SILSBY  FREE  LIBRARY 

1989  has  been  a  year  of  change  and  progress  for  the  Silsby 
Library. 

In  late  spring  the  Trustees  were  faced  with  the  search  for  a 
new  Head  Librarian  due  to  the  resignation  of  Holly  Shaw.  Her 
decision  to  leave  the  position,  due  to  family  responsibilities  was 
understood  but  very  regretfully  accepted  by  the  Board.  Holly's 
competent  supervision  of  the  daily  operation  of  the  Library  and 
her  skill  in  putting  to  use  the  computer  purchased  in  1988  with 
Library  Trust  Funds,  have  made  our  Library  an  up  to  date,  well  or- 
ganized institution,  one  of  which  our  town  should  be  proud.  We 
thank  Holly  Shaw  publicly  in  this  report  for  her  faithful  steward- 
ship of  our  Library. 

In  late  June,  Lois  Cook  of  Chester,  VT  was  hired  as  Head 
Librarian,  effective  July  1,  1989.  Mrs.  Cook,  formerly  a  Califor- 
nian,  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  California  of  Los  Angeles 
and  received  her  librarian  training  in  the  University  Research 
Library.  She  will  be  taking  courses  to  meet  the  New  Hampshire 
State  requirements  for  librarians. 

Silsby's  collection  of  books  and  archival  materials  was  sur- 
veyed this  past  summer  by  a  committee  from  the  Northeast  Document 
Conservation  Center,  Andover,  MA.  Our  library  was  one  of  a  select 
few  chosen  for  such  an  evaluation.  The  report  of  the  Preservation 
Consultant  presented  the  Library  staff  and  the  Trustees  with  a 
long-range  plan  for  safeguarding  our  important  materials.  Highest 
priority  is  the  stabilization  of  temperature  and  relative  humidity 
in  the  Library  itself.  This  need  must  be  addressed  in  the  very 
near  future  in  order  to  preserve  irreplaceable  books  and  archivist 
materials  in  our  collection. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express,  on  behalf  of 
the  entire  Board  of  Trustees  our  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Cook  and  her 
fine  staff  for  their  dedication  to  the  reading  public  of  Charles- 
town.  Their  day  to  day  services  insure  a  pleasant  and  attractive 
facility  for  the  Town.  We  wish  also  to  thank  a  very  active  and 
supportive  group  of  Friends  of  the  Library,  other  faithful  volun- 
teers, and  all  those  individuals  and  groups  who  have  contributed 
money,  books  and  time  to  the  Library.  You  are  all  important  to  us 
and  we  look  forward  to  your  continuing  support  in  the  new  decade.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Charlestown  Planning  Board  considered  approximately  20  site 
plans  and  19  subdivisions  (both  minor  and  major)  applications  filed 
in  the  year  of  1989  in  addition  to  several  applications  which  were 
filed  in  the  previous  year,  and  needed  additional  attention  during 
the  year.  Some  of  the  major  subdivision  applications  will  continue 
to  be  reviewed  into  the  coming  year.  In  addition,  the  Board  con- 
tinued to  hold  Lot  Line  Adjustment  (3),  Dredge  and  Fill  and  Sign 
Application  Hearings. 

These  numbers  may  or  may  not  be  impressive  to  the  reader. 
However,  in  order  to  be  readily  available  to  the  public  for  ques- 
tions, to  properly  review  such  applications,  and  to  prepare  for 
our  bimonthly  hearings,  the  Board  required  the  assistance  of  an 
Administrator  who  was  available  to  the  public  in  the  Planning  Board 
Office  during  the  weekdays  and  who  put  in  those  additional  hours 
which  were  necessary  to  prepare  the  applicant  and  the  Board  for 
our  meetings.  Robert  Jackson  was  willing  to  serve  as  Administrator 
on  a  parttime  basis,  and  served  in  that  capacity  from  the  Fall  of 
1988  through  June  of  1989.  Bob  assisted  in  the  identification  of 
the  need  for  an  expansion  of  the  Administrator's  hours  and  expan- 
sion of  the  duties  to  remove  the  increasing  burden  on  the  Select- 
men's Office  staff,  and  to  centralize  further  the  planning  and 
zoning  process. 

At  the  1989  Town  Meeting,  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  requested  the  hiring  of  a  fulltime 
Planning  and  Zoning  Administrator  who  would  additionally  assist 
the  Selectmen  in  research,  preparation  and  information  dissemina- 
tion. 

Susan  Spaulding  was  hired  in  June  and  has  made  the  position  a 
great  success.  As  State  laws  and  sophisticated  applications  make 
the  planning  process  increasingly  complicated,  Susan  keeps  communi- 
cation open,  our  regulations  current,  and  our  application  reviews 
focused.  The  Town  of  Charlestown,  its  volunteer  boards  and  its 
citizens  greatly  benefitted  from  her  six  months  of  work.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  her  in  the  coming  year. 

Finally,  the  Board  wished  to  thank  our  Secretary,  Marilyn  Ledoux, 
for  her  time  and  efforts  in  taking  and  preparing  our  meeting  minu- 
tes.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COWIITTEE 

The  three  options  for  Municipal  Building  expansion  the  taxpayers 
requested  at  the  1989  Town  Meeting  are  enumerated  below: 

Plan  A 

Remodel  the  "Old  Town  Hall"  to  include  all  Town  offices  except 
the  Police,  Fire,  Ambulance  and  Water  Departments.  Remodel  Munici- 
pal Building  to  increase  square  footage  of  Police  Department  by  320. 

Total  Renovations        $  619,563.00 
Renovations  and  Parking    $  815,763.00 

Plan  B 

A  totally  new  Municipal  Facility  located  on  the  current  Monahan 
property  which  would  house  all  Departments  except  Fire  and  Water. 

Estimated  Cost:  $  946,000.00  to  $  1,140,400.00 

Plan  C 

An  addition  to  the  current  Municipal/Library  building  to  pro- 
vide an  additional  7,840  square  feet. 

Estimated  Cost:  $810,400.00  to  965,100.00 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  had  many  challenges  this  year, 
challenges  that  come  from  growth.  The  Commission  is  charged  to 
protect  the  natural  resources  of  the  Town. 

Two  major  housing  developments  have  been  proposed  for  Charles- 
town,  both  located  off  Route  12-A  in  North  Charlestown.  These  two 
developments  require  permits  from  the  State  for  dredging  and  filling 
because  their  access  roads  either  cross  a  wetland  or  border  a 
stream.  The  Commission  is  required  to  review  permit  applications, 
and  send  our  observations  and  recommendations  to  the  Wetlands  Boanj 
in  Concord.  We  can  and  do  request  technical  assistance  from  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  in  Claremont. 

Until  the  Wetlands  Board  approves  the  engineering  design  and 
is  assured  there  will  be  only  a  minimum  impact  to  the  wetlands 
area  or  stream,  no  permit  to  proceed  will  be  given.  Even  after  a 
permit  for  the  building  of  roads  is  given,  there  are  other  appro- 
vals needed.  Septic  systems  must  be  properly  designed  so  they  do 
not  contaminate  wetlands  or  wells  and  erosion  controls  must  be  in 
place  so  brooks  and  the  Connecticut  River  are  not  impacted. 

The  State  requested  our  help  this  year  in  reviewing  the  lo- 
cation and  current  ownership  of  all  the  dams  in  town.  It  will 
no  doubt  surprise  many  residents  to  learn  that  there  are  at  least 
27  dams  in  Charlestown. 

Our  Spring  Green-up  Day  was  again  organized  by  John  and  Mary 
Currie.  New  Hampshire  the  Beautiful  supplied  the  bags.  The  three 
4-H  groups  and  the  Girl  and  Boy  Scouts  cleaned  our  roadsides  of 
winter  litter  and  enjoyed  the  lunch  provided  by  the  Women's  Club, 
the  Garden  Club  and  the  Grange. 

We  also  pruned  and  fertilized  the  new  trees  on  Main  Street. 
We  attended  the  Law  Lecture  Series  and  the  "Bridges  for  Tomorrow" 
conference  which  dealt  with  the  future  of  the  Connecticut  River 
Valley. 

And  last  but  not  least,  we  worked  with  the  Selectmen  to  pro- 
mote a  recycling  program  at  the  Transfer  Station.  The  "Why  Re- 
cycle" poster  contest  was  won  by  Heather  Burroughs.  Her  design 
was  made  into  a  permanent  sign  by  John  Freese.  We  are  also  en- 
couraging local  offices,  businesses,  schools  and  churches  to  use 
recycled  copier  paper.  We  have  purchased  a  carton  of  5,000  sheets 
to  give  out  samples  to  those  who  are  interested.  "Waste  Not, 
Want  Not"  takes  on  new  meaning  as  we  use  up  resources  and  land 
areas  with  our  mountains  of  trash.  We  urge  all  Charlestown  resi- 
dents to  become  Recyclers.

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UPDATE  ON  RECYCLING 

Thirty  tons  of  glass,  newspaper  and  aluminum  cans  were  recyc- 
led at  the  Transfer  Station  last  year,  and  2657  tons  of  refuse  were 
trucked  from  Charlestown  to  a  landfill  in  Vermont.  Each  man,  woman 
and  child  in  Charlestown  produced  over  one-half  ton  of  solid  waste 
in  1989.  Landfill  space  is  running  out,  and  more  recycling  is 
necessary.  All  residents  are  urged  to  get  in  the  habit  of  recy- 
cling as  much  as  possible.  The  following  is  a  list  of  ways  each 
citizen  can  help. 

1.  Separate  glass  containers,  newspapers  and  aluminum  cans 
from  your  trash  and  bring  to  the  recycling  bins  at  the 
Transfer  Station. 

2.  Avoid  buying  plastic,  styrofoam  and  disposable  products. 

3.  Use  products  that  can  be  recycled  or  are  made  from  re- 
cycled materials. 

4.  Avoid  buying  excess  packaging. 

The  Charlestown  Conservation  Commission  is  committed  to  pro- 
moting recycling  now.  For  example:  It  is  providing  samples  of 
recycled  copy  paper  to  area  businesses  and  churches.  The  Town 
of  Charlestown  has  switched  to  the  recycled  paper. 

Persons  interested  in  volunteering  ideas  or  time  to  re- 
cycling efforts  are  welcome  to  attend  Conservation  Commission 
meetings,  held  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  every  fourth  Monday  at 
7:00  P.M..

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1989  proved  to  be  a  good  year  for  the  Police  Department  with 
average  activity. 

There  were  79  arrests  for  various  Motor  Vehicle  and  Criminal 
acts  for  the  year.  A  total  of  117  reportable  accidents  to  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  were  investigated.  Criminal  investigation 
reports  numbered  132  this  year. 

The  Department  is  manned  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week, 
with  two  Police  Officers  on  duty  during  the  prime  time  from  6:00 
P.M.  to  2:00  A.M.  in  the  evening.  The  Department  has  four  (4) 
full-time  Officers  and  four  (4)  full-time  Dispatchers  along  with 
the  part-time  Officers  and  Dispatchers.  The  part-time  personnel 
covers  eight  (8)  tours  of  duty  for  the  Officers  for  days  off,  and 
one  (1)tour  of  dispatch  duty  for  day  off;  they  also  cover  extra 
duty  and  special  details  when  needed.  All  full-time  and  part-time 
Officers  are  fully  certified  by  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards 
and  Training  Council,  which  is  mandated  by  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. We  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  competent  staff  of  person- 
nel at  this  Department. 

The  Department  has  a  Bicycle  Safety  Registration  program  which 
enables  us  to  have  a  record  of  resident's  bicycles  in  our  files  to 
assist  us  if  one  is  reported  lost  or  stolen.  There  is  no  charge 
for  this  service. 

The  Department  also  gives  lectures  on  Drug  and  Alcohol  abuse 
to  the  children  in  our  schools,  which  is  a  very  important  issue 
with  our  young  people. 

The  EMT/Part-time  officer  positions  have  proved  to  be  an  asset 
to  the  Town  the  past  year.  There  were  a  total  of  248  Ambulance 
calls  for  the  year,  92  of  these  calls  were  during  the  hours  the  EMT/ 
Part-time  Officers  were  on  duty. 

The  dispatch  center  dispatches  calls  for  the  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice as  well  as  Police  calls.  The  dispatch  center  received  approx, 
19,650  calls  for  the  year.  These  pertain  to  various  complaints  and 
courtesy  services.  Each  call  is  expedited  to  our  best  ability,  as 
the  Department  is  here  to  keep  the  peace,  help,  and  protect  the 
Citizens  of  Charlestown.         Respectfully.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Members  of  the 
Ambulance  Service.  There  were  248  Ambulance  calls,  numerous 
continuing  education  classes,  hospital  critiques,  and  many  hours 
spent  by  several  members  upgrading  their  EMT  capabilities.  One  of 
our  members,  Jeanne  Smith,  has  managed  to  handle  her  Ambulance 
duties,  family  responsibilities,  plus  attend  an  extensive  Nurses 
Training  Program.  Congratulations  go  out  to  Jeanne  for  her  deter- 
mination to  become  a  Registered  Nurse. 

The  Ambulance  Service  now  has  two  EMT-I's  (trained  in  I-V 
therapy)  four  EMT-D's  (trained  to  use  the  cardiac  monitor/defib- 
rillator)  which  extends  our  ability  to  help  patients  that  require 
these  types  of  medical  care  in  the  pre-hospital  environment. 
I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Ambulance  Service  members  for 
their  undaunted  dedication  to  providing  the  Town  with  Emergency 
Medical  Service;  often  times  provided  under  very  stressful  situa- 
tions, but  they  continue  to  provide  this  service. 

Many  thanks  to  Chief  Domini  and  the  Police  Department,  who 
not  only  dispatch  for  us,  but  who  also  assist  us  on  almost  all  of 
our  calls.  Many  of  the  officers  are  now  trained  in  Advanced  First 
Aid,  and  this  helps  tremendously  to  cut  down  our  on-the-scene 
time.

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN: 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  and  the  combining  and  indi- 
vidual fund  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988,  as  listed  in  the  table 
of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Town  of  Charlestown's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to 
express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our 
audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  per- 
form the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit 
includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the 
amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  sig- 
nificant estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our 
audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  1C,  the  general  purpose  financial  state- 
ments referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset 
Group  of  Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  ge- 
nerally accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should 
be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed 
Asset  Group  of  Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as 
explained  in  the  above  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  re- 
spects, the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  at 
December  31,  1988,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the 
changes  in  financial  position  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds 
for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining  and 
individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each 
of  the  individual  funds  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  at  December  31, 
1988,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  and  the  changes 
in  financial  position  of  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year 
then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on 
the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements.  The 
accompanying  financial  information  listed  as  a  schedule  in  the 
table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analy- 
sis and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Charlestown. 
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Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose,  combining  and  indi- 
vidual fund  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly 
stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  of  each  of  the  respective  individual  funds  and  account 
groups,  taken  as  a  whole.

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REPORT  OF  SULLIVAN  COUNTY  HOSPICE,  INC. 

Sullivan  County  Hospice,  Inc.  is  completing  its  fourth  year  of 
Services  to  this  Community.  The  Hospice  Board  of  Directors  proud- 
ly reports  that  the  program  continues  to  successfully  fulfill  its 
mission  by  providing  volunteer  services  to  several  hundred  termi- 
nally ill  patients  and  their  families,  and  offering  educational  in- 
formation regarding  this  issue  to  the  community  at  large.  There- 
fore, we  feel  that  Hospice  has  become  an  integrated  part  of  the 
healthcare  team  and  social  service  network. 

Hospice  has  also  gratefully  received  individual  and  community 
financial  support.  Personal  donations,  United  Way  Funds  and  town 
grants  contribute  to  our  fundraising  efforts  in  addition  to  mem- 
bership dues  and  raffles.  Efficient  management  from  our  part- 
time  program  coordinator  and  dedicated  volunteers  keep  our  expen- 
ses within  the  annual  budget.

This  obstacle  is  seen  over  and  over  again  when  a  patient 
puts  off  seeing  the  doctor;  when  a  family  member  says,  "Hush, 
don't  tell  him  his  diagnosis",  and  when  professionals  are  not 
comfortable  enough  to  offer  Hospice  as  an  optional  service. 
Helping  to  overcome  this  difficulty  in  talking  about  the  fact  that 
death  is  real  is  a  major  part  of  Hospice's  work  in  our  life-saving, 
highly  technological  society. 

As  I  finish  my  last  term  as  Board  Chairperson  and  last  year  on 
the  Board,  I  see  how  much  I  have  learned  about  working  with  these 
issues  as  well  as  the  tasks  of  organizing  a  non-profit  business.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEETING  WATERS  YMCA 

The  Meeting  Waters  YMCA  has  successfully  completed  an  exciting 
year  of  programs  and  services.  From  its  base  of  operations  at 
66  Atkinson  Street,  Bellows  Falls,  the  YMCA  continues  to  provide 
activities  for  youth  and  adults  in  27  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire 
communities.  A  primary  goal  for  this  year  will  be  to  provide  addi- 
tional program  opportunities  for  our  youth.  Greater  emphasis  is 
being  placed  into  the  utilization  of  the  YMCA  building  in  Bellows 
Falls,  the  Bryant  Outdoor  Recreation  Facility  in  Springfield,  and 
the  development  of  YMCA  programs  in  other  communities  served  by 
the  Meeting  Waters  Regional  YMCA. 

A  major  success  story  for  the  YMCA  has  been  the  operation  of 
the  Lewis  YMCA  Day  Camp,  located  at  the  Bryant  Outdoor  Recreation 
Facility  on  Route  5,  Springfield,  VT.  The  Summer  of  1989  conclu- 
ded its  3rd  eight  week  season.  Among  the  328  individual  children 
attending  the  Lewis  Day  Camp  were  youth  from  the  Town  of  Charles- 
town.  This  past  summer  22  youth  from  Charlestown  attended  camp. 
Town  funding  provided  9  of  these  youth  with  camp  scholarships. 

The  Summer  of  1990  will  continue  to  provide  ample  opportunity 
for  area  youth  from  the  ages  of  6-16  to  be  involved  with  a  meaning- 
ful "Y"  experience  at  the  Lewis  Day  Camp.  In  addition  to  the 
young  children  attending  the  day  camp  were  individuals  who  served 
as  staff  members  from  many  different  communities  in  both  Vermont 
and  New  Hampshire.  The  day  camp  provided  opportunity  for  young 
adults  to  develop  leadership  skills,  responsibility,  self  worth 
and  compassion  for  others.  Due  to  the  success  of  the  day  camp, 
the  YMCA  would  like  to  make  available  camp  scholarships  to  indi- 
viduals who  ordinarily  would  not  be  capable  of  attending  camp  due 
to  financial  problems.  The  YMCA  Board  of  Directors  realizes  this 
need  for  scholarships  to  be  provided  to  children  in  the  Town  and 
would  like  to  do  so  this  summer. 

The  Meeting  Waters  YMCA  desires  to  fully  utilize  the  Bryant 
Outdoor  Recreation  Facility  after  the  day  camp  season  and  encoura- 
ges school  districts  to  take  advantage  of  Environmental  Education 
opportunities  available  at  the  Springfield  site.  The  40  acres  of 
property  make  for  an  excellent  resource  which  can  serve  many 
school  children. 

Due  to  the  necessity  of  providing  scholarships  to  Charles- 
town  children  so  they  may  attend  the  YMCA  Lewis  Day  Camp,  the 
Meeting  Waters  Regional  YMCA  is  requesting  a  special  appropriation 
of  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars. 

As  in  the  past,  the  YMCA  is  pleased  to  be  part  of  the  Charles- 
town  cummunity  and  wishes  to  thank  residents  for  their  continued 
support  of  YMCA  endeavors.

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REPORT  OF  COMMUNITY  YOUTH  ADVOCATES.  INC. 
OF  SULLIVAN  COUNTY 

1989  was  a  year  of  change  for  Community  Youth  Advocates,  Inc. 
As  with  many  other  area  human  service  agencies,  CYA  suffered  se- 
vere budget  cuts  and  therefore  had  to  make  cutbacks.  Yet  despite 
these  cutbacks,  CYA  programs  have  remained  intact  and  clients  have 
continued  receiving  quality  services.  Included  in  this  Annual 
Report  are  statistics  for  1989,  description  of  new  programs,  and 
finally  a  statement  detailing  the  cost-effectiveness  of  CYA  pro- 
grams to  the  taxpayers  of  Sullivan  County.

Total  number  of  Youth  served  in  1989:  193 

A.  Number  of  Runaways:    27 

This  number  reflects  the  number  of  youth  who 
were  reported  as  runaways  to  CYA,  who  were 
located  with  the  assistance  of  CYA,  and  who 
were  returned  to  their  homes,  or  to  another 
appropriate  placement. 

B.  Number  of  Crisis  Calls:    40 

This  number  reflects  the  number  of  crisis  calls 
received  after  hours  on  the  24-Hour  Hotline. 
These  calls  were  in  reference  to:  runaways, 
attempted  suicides,  alcohol  and/or  drug  over- 
doses, a  child  out  of  control  in  the  home,  or 
a  juvenile  needing  to  be  detained  by  police. 

C.  Number  of  Court  Diversions:    18 

This  number  reflects  the  number  of  first-time 
juvenile  offenders  participating  in  the  Court 
Diversion  Program.  These  youth  were  required 
to  make  restitution,  perform  community  service, 
write  a  paper  on  the  crime  they  committed,  and 
make  contact  with  a  CYA  counselor,  among  other 
requirements. 

D.  Number  of  Youth  Sponsored  for  Summer  Camps:   6 

Six  Sullivan  County  Youth  were  able  to  attend 
summer  camps  at  Camp  Sebago,  Maine  and  a  4-H 
Camp  in  the  White  Mountains. 

New  Programs: 

Parent  Aid:  The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Children 
and  Youth  Services  certified  Community  Youth  Advocates  to  provide 
parent  aid  services  to  families  referred  by  DCYS. 
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Youth  Attendant  Program:  In  January  1989,  Federal  Law  went  in- 
to effect  which  prohibited  any  CHINS  (Children  in  Need  of  Services) 
picked  up  by  a  Police  Officer  from  being  detained  in  an  adult 
police  lock-up  or  county  jail.  As  a  result,  the  State  of  N.H., 
Office  of  Juvenile  Justice  sent  out  a  request  for  proposals  to 
establish  alternative  programs  which  would  address  this  issue. 
Community  Youth  Advocates  was  awarded  a  grant  for  a  one  year  pro- 
gram which  offers  police  an  alternative  shelter  to  detain  youth. 
CYA's  crisis  shelter.  Chandler  House,  was  chosen  to  be  used  to 
provide  police  departments  up  to  72  hours  where  a  CHINS  could  be 
detained  until  a  responsible  adult  could  be  located  who  could  take 
custody  of  the  Youth. 

CYA'S  Travelling  Office  (Bus):  As  a  result  of  several  budget 
cuts,  the  Newport  Office  was  closed  this  past  year.  In  order  to 
insure  that  the  Newport  area  youth  continued  receiving  services, 
plans  were  made  to  use  the  CYA  Bus  as  a  travelling  counseling 
office. 

Cost-Effectiveness:  All  of  CYA's  programs  are  cost-effective 
to  Sullivan  County  taxpayers  including  counseling,  cultural  and 
recreation.  Big  Brother/Big  Sister.  But  one  of  the  most  cost- 
effective  programs  this  county  has  is  CYA's  Sullivan  County  Court 
Diversion  Program.  In  1989,  the  Court  Diversion  program  had  18 
youth  referred  to  it.  The  charges  against  the  youth  were  varied: 
shoplifting,  vandalism,  drinking  under  age  and  assault.  The 
average  cost  of  bringing  juvenile  to  court  ranges  from  $3,000  to 
$5,000,  not  including  the  cost  of  a  placement,  should  the  courts 
determine  one  is  needed.  Had  those  18  youth  been  brought  to 
court,  the  cost  to  Sullivan  County  taxpayers  would  have  ranged 
from  $54,000  to  $90,000.  Our  studies  show  that  once  a  youth  has 
been  introduced  into  the  court  system,  the  chances  of  him/her  con- 
tinuing the  type  of  negative  behavior  which  initially  brought  him/ 
her  to  court  is  75%-85%  higher  than  that  of  those  youth  participa- 
ting in  a  court  diversion  program.  Court  Diversion  youth  are  held 
accountable  for  their  actions,  and  are  ordered  to  perform  communi- 
ty service,  make  restitution  or  any  other  action  deemed  appropriate 
by  a  committee  made  up  of  community  volunteers. 
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WATER  PROJECT  REPORT 

Early  this  year  the  Town  received  permission  to  use  the  second 
phase  of  their  CDBG  grant  to  improve  the  water  facility  at  the 
Claybrook  Pump  station.  The  intent  was  to  upgrade  the  pump,  in- 
stall a  backup  generator  for  use  during  power  failures,  and  pro- 
vide for  erosion  control  as  required  by  the  State. 

Due  to  our  limited  water  supply  the  Town  decided  not  to  start 
construction  during  potential  drought  periods. 

On  October  9  the  existing  pump  was  disconnected  and  the  Town 
went  on  reservoir  water.  Because  this  was  so-called  "surface 
water"  the  State  required  that  the  water  be  chlorinated  and  that 
the  Town  issue  a  boil  order. 

Construction  started  well,  but  was  delayed  in  December  due  to 
the  unusual  weather.  The  4,000  gallon  storage  tank  was  held  up 
due  to  a  blizzard  in  South  Dakota. 

On  January  12,  1990  all  the  manufacturers'  representatives 
arrived  to  start  up  the  system  and  do  their  final  calibrations. 
All  went  well  except  for  the  Phase  Monitor  Relay  (we  used  to 
call  them  fuses)  which  was  defective  and  would  shut  the  pump  off 
at  the  least  variation  in  power. 

After  the  new  relay  is  installed,  chlorination  is  required 
for  one  additional  week  to  cover  the  transition. 

While  this  project  has  improved  the  pump  station  and  provided 
for  continuous  operation  during  power  outages,  it  has  not  addres- 
sed Charlestown's  major  water  problem  -  lack  of  water. 

This  Spring  the  Selectmen  plan  to  attempt  one  additional  test 
well  north  of  Lovers  Lane  Road  where  a  potential  acquifer  has 
been  identified.
